Forest Fire Hazard 


State forest fire officers are do- 
ing a lot more than crossing their 
fingers in the hope that the state 
can chalk up the best forest fire 
record in history, but they need 
the help particularly of hunters.

damaging 5,155 acres. Last year 
at this time the state had 1,545 fires 
which burned 21,339 acres.

acres. Prior to 1871, the meager 
information availible shows thou- 
sands of blazes annually and mill- 
ions*of acres gutted by fires.

Complete official returns from 
the canvassing beards of Mich- 
igan’s 83 counties gave last Tues- 
days election to Governor G. Men- 
nen Williams by the narrow mar- 
gin of 1,153 ballots over the Re- 
publican contender, Harry F. 
Kelly. 

Although Kelly was reported in 
practically all of the state’s news 
papers as the winner following 
the election, canvassing ‘by the 
boards of the various counties in 
Michigan swung the lead back 


and forth between the two men/many errors of tallying, 
-all week long with the outcome | ete, 


the county accepted as first an- 
nounced, 


The State Board of Canvassers 
will act upon the reports of the 
83 county boards of canvassers 
within the next few days and if 
they approve the official returns 
of the county boards, a petition 
for a recount will probably be 
filed with them at once. Owen J. 
(Pat) Cleary, Republican State 
Chairman, however, refused to 
comment on the swing of ballots 
to Withams. 

The closeness of the race for 
Governor brought sharp checks 
from the county boards of can- 
vassers and uncovered many, 
counting,

One of the outstanding trees we 
saw was the European Lareh that 
had been imported from Czecho- 
slovakia .
